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WATER POWER. 


The latest volume issued by the can- 


van office is on the water power of our 
land. It is a large and well-packed 
rolume, and gives almost astonishing 
information as to the unused power of 
our country. Prefixed to the special 
details is a general introduction by Prof. 
George E. Swain, special agent; after 
which follow essays on the water power 
of the streams of Eastern New England; 
the water power of the region tributary 
to Loug Island Sound; the water power 
at the Hudson river basin and of IJaie 
George outlet; the water power of the 
region tributary to Lake Ontario and of 
the New York State canals; the water 
power of the drainage basins of Lakes 
Huron and Erie, and of Niagara Full* 
and river; the water power of the Middle 
Atlantic water-shed; the water power of 
tho Southern Atlantic water-phed, and 
the water power sof the Eastern Gnlf 
Slope. 
( 


In the general introduction 
Prof. 


Swain asserts that the returns of the 
tenth census show that "there were in 
use for manufacturing in the United 
States in 1880, 55,404 water wheels, 
using a total power of 1,225,379 horse 
power," which is 35.93 per cent of the 
total power used in the country for man- 
ufacturing purposes. But although our 
oountry turns to account, perhaps, a 
larger percentage than any other land of 
the available <?ower thus furnished by 
nature, the amount actually used is but 
a contemptible fragment of the total 
power. A theoretical calculation shows 
that th« energy supplied by our rivers, 
streams and brooks reaches the enor- 
mous amount of over two hundred mill- 
ion horse power. 
We are thus using but 


little over one-half per cent, of the power 
At oar command; could it all be utilized, 
indeed, it would probably suffice to turn 
all the machinery of the globe. But 
i'rof. Swain warns us that iuoh an esti- 
mate has only a theoretical interest. In 
practice we must leave ont of account 
the entire power generated in the lower 
or navigable part of our streams; and 
bow great this abatement is, is manifest 
from a single river. The 
theoretical 


power generated by the Mississippi from 
Cairo to the Gulf of Mexico, is not IMS 
than thirteen million horse power, or 
over sis per cent, of the total horse 
power of the country. But none ol this 
is available for manufacturing purposes. 
So in regard to many other streams; 
either from their inaccessibility, or from 
the fact that their bead-waters are so 
remote from the regions whence raw 
material for manufacturing is obtained, 
their theoretic power may not be used 
for ages. 


In point of fact, though steam power 


ia more costly, yet on account of its mo- 
bility it is used, far more largely than 
•water power. la 1880 the number of 
steam engines in use in our land was 
66,483, with a horse power of 2,185,458. 
Of the total amount of power used in 
oar oountry for manufacturing purposes, 
therefore over 64 per cent, is steam 
power. Of the increase of power be- 
tween 1870 and 1880, indeed, 9 per oent. 
was in water power and 91 per cent, 
in steam power. New York stands first 
in the total amount of water power used, 
but Bhoda Island, while standing six- 
teenth in total water power, stands first 
in water power per square mile. 
In- 


deed, Prof. Swain gives to the basin of 
the Blaokstone river the first place in 
respect to the amount of utilized power 
per square mile. The drainage area of 
this river is 453 miles, with a utilized or 
effective horse power of nearly 20,000. 
fht Thames river conies second, the 
Merrimack third. Of all the utilized 
water power of the country nearly two- 
thirds U in the northern Atlantic States, 
while the northern Atlantic and north- 
ern central States together include about 
four-fifths of this total. New England 
•Ion* reports thirty-lour and one-half 
per cent, while all the Atlantic States 
together include three-fourths.

Th« Michigan Republican platform 


adopted favors a tariff upon th« im- 
ports of lower-priced foreign labor, and 
a restoration of the 1867 tariff on wool. 
The organization of labor for the pro- 
tection of their interests is favored, as 
also the enactment of laws for the set- 
tlement of controversies by arbitration. 
The platform opposed the importation 
of Chinese labor, and urges the abolish- 
ment of convict labor, provided free 
labor will not be compelled to support 
the convicts in idleness; opposes the 
doctrine of Anarchy, and advocates ab- 
solute protection of every individual in 
the enjoyment of the fruits of his per- 
sonal efforts; advocates that the people 
should be allowed to vote upon any 
change in the law as affecting liquor 
aelliag, and opposes the granting of the 
public domain to aliens. 
The resolu 


tions advocats free pensions to disabled 
veterans and widows, and condemns the 
President for his vetoes, and for the 
"coarse and insolent terms in which 
those vetoes are expressed." 


The California Bepublicau State Con- 


vention very properly made the annexed 
declaration: 


Mining is one of the material inter 


ests of the State, not alone because of 
the worth of its productions, but because 
it affords employment to thousands, and 
over sixty per cent, of the product rep- 
resents the wages of labor. It should 
be protected and encouraged. To this 
end we are in favor of the free coinage 
of silver and the issuance by the Gov- 
ernment of silver certificates. 
We de- 


nounce the policy of the Democratic 
National Administration, which, in th* 
interest of the few, would deprive the 
people of silver as a circulating medium. 


McKonna was then nominated for 


Congressman. 
McKenna and Felton 


voted with the gold bugs and against 
silver every time they had a chance in 
Congress last session. They ought to 
change their views, or be defeated for 
re-election. 


About 4,000 persona attended the .Re- 


publican campaign meeting at South 
Pass, Maine, Wednesday evening, which 
was addressed by Hon. James G. Elaine 
and General Gibson, of Ohio.

Eeeler to San Francisco, distance 575 
miles, cost per ton by rail, $10. 
If 


hauled all the way at tbe same rate, the 
cost would be about $148 a ton, there- 
fore not a pound of tbe ore would ever 
be taken out of the ground. This ore 
ia what :s known as "dry" ore; that is, 
it carries very little, if any, lead, and to 
be worked must be mixed with ore that 
has a eurpluH of lead, or must be dry 
evushfid in a mill. This la why it must 
be shipped to San Francisco, or held 
until tbe mill at Panamint shall be 
ready.—Enterprise.
